- In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b ) of sub -section (9 ) 
of section 74 of the Haryana Municipal Act , 1973 , it is hereby notified that the Municipal Comittee 
Thensar, District Kurukshetra, has, with the previous sanction of the Governor of Haryana , deleted 
clauses (i) and ( vi) of the proviso to the Schedule to erstwhile Punjab Government, notification 
No. 2462- C -45-14286 , dated the 21st August, 1945 , and has made the following amendment in the 
said notification .
